The workshop was called to order at 9:00 A.M. on Monday, December 1. 2014 at the ofiices of
the State Gontractors Board, 2310 Corporate Cird6, Henderson, Nevada and video-
conferenced to the Reno office. Exhibil 1 is the Notice of Intent to Ac{ Upon a Regulation and a
copy of the proposed regulation.

Ms. Grein oelained the purpose of the uorkshop is to r€ceive comm€nts on proposed
amendments to Chapter 624 of the Nevada Administrative Code to add a sub-classification to
the B€eneral Building classmcation to allow r€modeling and improvement of interior spaces,
induding struc{ures which exceed more than thre€ stories in heighl and buildings with fewer
than three stories that are connected to structures which exceed three stodes.

Ms. Grein indicated that the notice of the workshop was posted in compliance with NRS 2338 at
the Paseo Verde Library, Sawyer State Building, Clark County Library, Washoe Gounty
Courthouse, Washoe County Library, Reno Cig Hall and the offices of the State Conkacior€
Board in Reno and Henderson. ln addition, the notice was posted on the Board's trebsite and
the State of Nevada's Public Notice website.

Ms. Grein noted for the reoord that the proposed regulation under consideration will be adopted
as a temporary regulation to comply with rules of the Legislative Counsel Bureau that are in
place prior to a legislative session. An additlonal hearing will be required after the Legislature
adjoums in order to adopt a permanent regulation.

Ms- Grein further noted that written comments wer€ received from Leon Mead, Esq. of Snell &
Wlmer law firm addressing concems with th€ darig of the language.

Hal Taylor, Esq. provided oomments in support of the regulation and also commented
concgming the cladty of the language cunsntly proposed.

Mr. Jerry Zmmerle representing A F R Construc{ion stated his support of the regulation.



Leon Mead, Esq. representing Associated General &ntractors indicated the concem of AGC if
B-2 contractors were "grandfathered' in and automatically given a B€ sub.classification license
without approprialo exam6. He also expressed concem oonceming ambuuity in the proposed
language.

Ms. Mathias, Licensing Administrator for the Board clarified that an application to broaden a
license to include the proposed B€ sub+lassification would be required. In addition, an e)€m
for the proposed 8-6 sub+lassification is b€ing developed.

Since there were no further comments, Ms. Grein extended appreciation for the attendee's
comments and stated that a hearing on the matter will be held December 10, 2014 at 9:00 a.m.
at the same locations.

The workshop was adjoumed at g:15 a.m.
